More than 200 people died 
across the U.S. as a result of a 
late winter storm that blew 
across Florida and up the 
Eastern Seaboard since Sat- 
urday morning, 

Most of the deaths were 
attributed to heart attacks 
suffered while shoveling snow, 
authorities said, with most of 
the remainder dying from ex- 
posure or in automobile acci- 
dents. 


More than thirty people died , 


in Florida. 

Farm losses will be at least 
$20 million in Palm Beach 
County, according to county 
officials. 

The sugar cane crop was 
relatively undamaged, but 
leafy vegetables were badly 
damaged in some areas by 
wind-blown sand which shred- 
ded the tender leaves of young 
plants. 

Nursery operations were also 
damaged as the wind brought 
down shade cloth material, ex- 
posing young. plants to full 
sunlight, or damaging plants 
by landing on them. 

Vegetable prices are expected 
to rise as a result of growers’ 
losses. 

There were no storm-related 
injuries or deaths in the Glades 
area, according to local offi- 
cials.

proposals released 


U.S. Sugar Corporation Pres- 
ident J. Nelson Fairbanks says 
sugarcane and vegetable far- 
mers throughout the Ever- 
glades Agricultural Area are 
ready to shoulder their fair 
share of the responsibility for 
removing the phosphorus they 
add to farm runoff water. 

In a statement released last 
Thursday, Mr. Fairbanks said 
"There is virtual unanimity 
among farmers, that we are 
ready to accept responsibility 
for removing the phosphorus 
we add to our runoff, a major 
committment and a giant step 
toward environmental peace.” 

Thirty-two sugarcane gro- 
wers have formally expressed 
their support. 

On Friday, Flo-Sun Incor- 
porated, Florida's largest sugar 


grower, released their own plan 
aimed at addressing the much- 
discussed issue of water quality 
as well as the'scientifically 
recognized need to improve the 
amount and flow of water to 
the Everglades. 

Flo-Sun's proposal, was 
developed by Dr. Peter Rosen- 
dahl, Ph.D., who has been 
looking at ways. to restore the 
Everglades. 


Flo-Sun vice-president Don 


Carson emphasized key points 
in Dr. Rosendahl's plan: 1) 
Break the gridlock stalling 
action on restoration; 2) 
Restoration of waterflow; 3) 
Restoration of water quality; 4) 
Cost-effectiveness; 5) Medi- 
ation; 6) immediate "cease- 
fire". 


Travelers coming through South Bay to Belle 
Glade on State Road 80 haven't been too happy 
this week. Traffic delays at the intersection of 
U.S. 27 and SR 80 have caused backups for as 
much as a mile or more. 

Florida Department of Transportation officials 
say get used to it.

Applicants for the statewide 
alligator harvest this year will

maximum of five or six 
alligators rather than the 15- 
gator bag limit in previous 
years, 

"We've cut the bag limit to 
one third, so we can triple the 
number of trappers," said Tim 
O'Meara, of the Commission's 
Division of Wildlife. 

In addition, the harvest dates 
will be divided into two phases. 
Half of the trappers will be 
authorized to hunt gators Sept. 
1-15 and the other half will 
hunt Sept. 16-30. In all, there 
are 33 tentative sites where 
trappers may take alligators. 
The number of hunters to 
receive permits will depend on 
a census of the alligators in 
each site before the hunt. 

Applications will be available 
in early May. They must be 
competed and returned to the 
Commission by June 1, Then 
the Commission will conduct its 
computerized random selection 
of trappers from among the 
qualified applicants. 

Trappers must be at least 18 
years old and must not have 
been convicted of a wildlife law 
violation during the past five 


Recognition of éutstanding

The statewide alligator 
harvest is not an attempt to 
reduce the number of alligators 
in Florida. In fact, the quota of 
alligators to be taken during 
the harvest will be based on 
how much hunting pressure the 
alligator population can with- 
stand -- and from which it can 
make a full recovery -- over the 
following year. 

For each alligator taken; 
trappers will have to purchase 
validation tags at $30 for hides 
seven feet or longer or $15 for 
hides less than seven feet long. 
No alligators less than four feet 
long may be taken. 

Everyone who requested 
alligator harvest applications 
last year will receive one this 
year automatically,

Washington, D.C..should not be 


made a state 
Dear Editor: 

Now that we have a united Democratic 
Congress and Executive Branch, Washington, 
D.C. stands a very good chance of becoming a 
state in spite of the fact that most Americans 
oppose such legislation -- 62 percent, according 
to a recent poll conducted by Citizens United. 

Dismantling the nation’s capital and creating 
a state out of a city threatens our federalist 
system of government. Representational 
democragy in the U.S. was achieved by "the 
Great Compromise" which protected the rights 
of large populous states by proportional 


representation in the House of Representatives 
and the rights of small rural states by equal 
representation in the Senate. 

Granting statehood to a city 1/17th the size of 
Rhode Island and a population smaller than 47 
other states could disrupt this balance. 

There are many other cities with greater 
populations and resources than Washington, 
D.C. If they were each allowed to petition for 
statehood, a fundamental shift in representation 
wood occur, favoring urban areas and virtually 
silencing rural states.

The federal government ħas 
established one’ set of rules for 
domestic fruit and vegetable 
producers, another, more favo- 
rable group of regulations, for 
foreign.growers. Without re- 
forms in policy, groups like the 
Florida tomato industry are on 
the endangered list. 

"There are two sets of rules," 
said Wayne Hawkins, Execu- 
tive Vice President of the Flor- 
ida Tomato Exchange. Haw- 
kins’ remarks were madè at a 
Congressional briefing. 

"The government has created 
one for domestic producers and 
another for Mexican imports,” 
he said. With the development 
of the North American Free 
Trade Agreement (NAFTA), the 
situation is worsening. 

For example, Hawkins told 
Congress, section 8 (e) of the 
Agricultural Marketing Act of 
1937, as amended, reguires 
that “anytime a U.S. com- 
modity group has a federal 
marketing order in effect, all 
imports must meet the same

“Without a national obser-
